Policing Beyond Limits. 


Police Report and continuation of 
the correspondence published in the 
Gazette of January 13, on the subject 
ofthe Chines Soldre ons Monkpal 





POLICE REPORT, 

Mr, Springfield, Assistant Su. 
perintendent of Police, reports that at 
6 am. on December 10 he was proceed- 
ing alone in his motorcar along the 
Hungjao Road. At» poiat about 50 
yards from the Siccawei Road corner 
his car waa suddenly stopped, and be 
was surrounded by about 10 Chinese 
soldiers, levelling their rifles, some of 
whom closed in and held their weapons 
8 couple of inches from his head. They 
wore in a highly excited state, and 
though informed of his identity and 
business they continued to cover him 
with their rifles. He attempted to 
sshow them a Chinese card, bat they 
intimated that any movement would 
mean shooting. He was obliged to 
oop still for several minutes until an 
officer arrived, and then, on remonstrat- 
ing, was allowed to proceed. Mr. 
Springfield after proceeding 100 yards 
was thereafter sgain obstructed by 
another group of soldiers, who once 
more covered him with their rifles, and 
he had difficulty in making them realise 
that he had already passed one patrol. 
The soldiers were so excited that any 
of their rifles might have gone off 
accidentally. 

This took place on the Municipal 
Road: he was single-handed and with- 
out arms and his car was at a standstill.

Correspondence on the subject of the 
salo of smuggled opium by licensed 
shops in the Settlement, and relative 
extract from the Internatioual Opium 
Convention :— 

Shanghai, January 8, 1916. 

Dean 81n,—We are desired by the 
Shanghai Opiam Combine and the 
Opium Guild to bring to the notive of 
the Council the sale in opium shops 
licensed by the Council of smuggled 
opium, and to suggest means for its 
suppression. 

‘As you are doubtless aware no opium: 
is allowed to be sold in China other 
than certificated Indian opium. The 
importation or sale of all other opium 
such as uncertificated Indian, Persian 
jor Manchurian opium, is prohibited 
both by Treaty and by the laws of 
China. 

In pursuance of the policy of China, 
which has the approval of the Treaty 
Powers, the trade in opium will eventn- 
ally be extinguished; and with this 
object the export from India and import 
into China of certificated Indian opiam 
has long ceased, and, when the existing 
stocks have been exhausted, no further 
opium will come from India to take 
their place. 

The steady exhaustion of existing 
stocks bas caused a great rise in price 
and this has brought about a very large 
amount of smuggling. The Customs 
have been successful in scizing great 
quantities of smuggled opiom ; but, in 
spite of their vigilance, a considerable 
jount finds its way into the Settle- 
ment, and is sold by the smaller opiam 
shops. The respectable shops have 
nothing to do with the sale of sinuggled 
opium, but the small shops deal in it : 
and the evil has increased to such an 
extent, that it seriously prejudices the 
legitimate business of respectable shops. 
Legitimate opium is perfectly easily 
distinguished from smuggled opium, as 
every piece and packet bears the 
Government stamps, while the swuggled

variety is of course unstamped ; and, 
part from any stamp, the Persian and 
Manchurian opiums are quite different 
from Indian and Chinese varieties. 
Any dealer in raw opium can therefore 








:| distinguish at once whether he is buying 


legitimate opium or smuggled opium. 

The suggestion we make is that it 
should be made a condition of the 
licensing of all opium shops that they 
only deal in legitimate opium, i.e., 
certificated Indian opium. 

Tt it is found that they stock smug- 
gled opium it can be seized and their 
Ticense can be cancelled, and they can 
be dealt with by the Mixed Court, 

The respectable shops are unanimous 
in support of this suggestion, and ask 
that the Council give it their carefal 
‘and sympathetic consideration,

We, the undersigned Ratepayers, 
strongly protest against any such 
investment of ‘Trust Funds on the 
part of the Municipal Council of the 
Shanghai Foreign International Settle- 
ment. The Funds entrusted to the: 
Council consist in the Superannuation 
Fand of the Municipal Employees, the 
Fonds of the Municipal Savings Bank, 
The Sik Police Deferred Pay Fund, 
‘The Police Recreation and Rewards 
Deposits of Contractors and 

Money, all of which have 
been deposited with the Council in the 
Shanghai local silver currency and are 

in the same currency and not 
in gold. Consequently there is not 
the slightest necessity for the Council 
of making any investments of its 
Trust Fonds in gold currency and in 
making such investments the Council 
are running a risk in exchange or 
speculating in exchange as to which 
they have no right whatsoever. 

















Furthermore the Council must never 
lose sight of the fact that they represent 
a Foreign international community and 
that it is their daty to avoid anything 
that might look like partiality and 
unfriendliness to any of the Foreign 
nations, of which this community is 
composed.

Mixed Court Report for 


December. 
The political unrest has been to some: 
extent in cases of a criminal 


nature coming before the Mixed Court 
daring this month. 


On December 3 Siau Meh-sung (jet 
SEES), 8 soldier, Yang Nyok-jau ($8 
), blacksmith, and Jan Kwei-fok 
(SBEEME) were charged before Messrs. 
Grant-Jones and Yu with conspiring to 
cause the death of Van Soo-sung (i 
SHAE), Lu Jui-sheng (RBI 4) and Zu 
Ling-pau (S8$49€) ; furcher with. kill- 
‘ng and murdering Chinese Constable 
No. 126 and Zu Ling-pan (S23K 9%) at 
Shantung Road on September rein'h 5. 
An explosive bomb was thrown at the 
office of the sper known as the 
“Asiatic Daily News.” This paper 
appears to bave incurred the wrath of 
the Republican Party by expressing 
monarchist views in ite columns. 


‘The first accused was sentenced to 
death and the other two were handed 
‘over to the Chinese Authorities to be 
dealt with. 


On December 14 one Geo Sing-tsoo 
(ABBY) was before Messrs. Perkins 
‘and Wong, at the instance of the Chinese 
Authorities, alleged to hare been a 
‘member of the Revolutionary Party and 
‘an active participator in the seizure of| 
the cruiser “Chaoho” on December 5. 
This case is still pending. 


On December 31 one Ling Zung-z0e 
(PRAHA) was brought up before Messrs. 
tte agar Yn on a charge of 
attempting to murder one Chiog Nyob- 
ding (@r=R#E). Both complainant and 
defendant were farther charged with 
unlawfally conspiring with others to 
stir up rebellion within the country of 
China against the peace and good order| 
of the said country of China. Both 
were ordered by the Court to be handed 
over to the Chinese Authorities after o 
Prima facre case had been established to 
the satisfaction of the Court 


The Court was busily engaged dealing 
with 147 ricsha strikers for several days 
in the early part of the month. Those 
found guilty received eentences ranging 
from 4 days to 2 months. 


Court of Appeal.—For the past four 
ears 20 Goart of Appeal has teen cov 
vened to deal with appeals arising ont 
of judgments given by the Mixed Court, 
in civil cases.

December. 


All the bridges over the old Yang- 
Kkingpang have been removed with the 
exception of those at The Bund, Honan 
Road and Shantang Road. The two 
Intter will be removed in the course of 
the next fow weeks and arran 
being made with regard to the removal 
of The Bund Bridge.

Works involving the use of concrete 
have been delayed during the month on 
accountof the frosty weather ex; 
fon certain days in the early mornings: 
and in the latter part of the afternoons. 
On each days it bas been deemed advis- 
able to carry out concrete work only 
between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p. 
the effect of frost on new concrete being 
to prevent it from properly setting. 
Roads.—The east end of Madras 
Road where it joins the Kandy Road 
has been raised with mud dredged from 
the Wayside Public Wharf, The latter’ 
road, which runs along the River 
frontage at The Point, has been widened 
by the Flour Mill, raised and the 
decayed Foochow pole railing replaced 
by standard iron railing. 
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Macao Road is being raised 
dredged from in front of the Health 
Department's Shoot along the Hongkew 
Creek. 

Drainage,—The relaying of the sec- 
tion of the North Kiangse Road sewer 
between its ontlet at the Soochow Creek 
‘and Tiendong Road has been com- 
menced, the relaying of the section 
north of Tiendong Road having been 
carried out during the summer. 

The laying of a 3ft. culvert in 
Avenue Road immediately west of 
Hardvon Road bas been 
the expense of the adjoining pate 
owner, The laying of the 3ft. culvert 
from west of Medburst Road to Carter 
Road has been completed for abont 











{one-half of its length. 


The laying of a 4ft. Gin. culvert in 
the Yungzeenpang, west of Hardoon 
Road, has been commenced, this work 
being carried out at the expense of the 
‘adjoining property owner. 

‘A short length of the side ditch in 
Gordon Road north of Sinza Road 
opposite some Chinese honses bee been 
culverted with 3ft. diameter tubes, a 
‘contribution towards the cost of the work

Endeavours are being continued to 
bring the Chinese study of the employees 
in line with modern ideas on langaage 
study so far as possible under the 
conditions which obtain, The system 
which is established centres upon one 
object, that is, to make the study of 
the dialect as “direct” as possible ; 
‘and judging from the more ready ac- 
quiescence in requirements, which 
naturally at first were not always under- 
stood, it is evident that there is more 
realization that the method will, in 
the end, make it easier to secure 
and retaia « bonus: and what is far 
more important, that the efficiency of 
the employees in their direct contact 
with the Chinese residents is greatly 
increased, There is a growing sense of 
the value of the knowledge of Chinese. 
Efforts have been maintained to show 
teachers and students how to ase and 
master the work assigned. In con- 
sequence a much smaller amount of text 
has been assigned for stady, but » much 
larger degree of efficiency in the mastering 
thereof has been required. ‘The mastery 
of each portion of the text increases 
the ease with which additional work 
can be learned. The improvement in 
the ability of the students to discuss the 
work sssigned in actual conversation 
has been gratifying. This is the feature 
which has been constantly emphasized. 
The system was not altogether under- 
stood at first and created doubt in the 
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minds of the students, but that seems
